plays upon the tense strings of our sym­ 
pathies with the fingers of memory or 
desire.

works through sheer beauty or sheer 
sublimity, but it may work with equal 
effect through austerity or reticence or 
limitation or change,

It is apt to make the drop of 
flew fin a grass blade as significant as 
the starred sphere of the sky. 
Merely descriptiv e poetry is not v ery 
far remov ed from the work of the re­ 
porter and the photographer.
